REV. P. McF. MeLEOB. 

His .\ddress to tlio Presbytery of Toronto In 
Ueeard to the Call From Victoria. 

Tho following is the rejily of Rev. P. 
.McF. ]\rcLeod at the meeting of tho To- 
roiilo Presbytery, uhieh decided liv a \ iile 
of 20 lo 10 tliat"'llie call receiveil from St. 
.Andrew's church, Vie;oiia, should be siis- 
la.iied: 

He said that if evei ibei e was a case in 
his ministry in which he felt he would 
prefer to leave the whole, iniM.ter in the 
hands of his brotliron, it «as that case. 
While he always prized the right of pri- 
vate Jinlgiiiiuit with regard to all matters, 
he had felt iiiore per|ilexed and distressed 
duruiL; lluse last few weeks than be bad 
ever been in his life before. All llnit had 
been said res|)octing the Central church 
and the aflections of tho people towards 
him ho believed to bo true, and his feel- 
ings lowards tlioni were fully as aU'eclioii- 
ate. It not mure so than those manifested 
Imvards liiiu. iS'o man could work 
amongst such a people as gathered anuind 
him without forniing a very higli estimate 
of lliem. It reipiired some courage to 
take 111) ministry in the Central church 
at the time he did. Some of the mem- 
bers of that church felt tluu, in call- 
ing him they were ineurring 
too (rreat a responsibility. The\- 
asked where tho salary was to eoiiie from 
that otbei's had undertaken In iinse. A 
little band of 120 tnemhi'rs undertnok the 
responsibility, lie could not hut fnrm a 
high estimate of the men .-iiid women who 
were ready to shoulder the burden, hav- 
ing very little personal actiuaintancu with 
him and not knowing what might be the 
result of his ministrj-. The jiast suveii 
years had been very hapiiy ;w.d fiiiilfiil 
years to him. He did not estimate the 
prosperity of the congregation by the gain 
in membership or the linancial residts, 
though they were necessary elements, but 
by bho spiritual results. He iwas 
bound to a large number of the members 
ef that congregation by a tie which could 
never be broken. Il had been bis ]irivi- 
lege to admit to the eoiiimiinion of that 
church a large number who are now it.s 
strength and mainsltiy, .uid who will be 
the strength and support of it in years to 
come. It was that fact which rendered 
the very thought of breaking tho tie 
almost unbearable, .uid if the etdl 
had come to him from a congrega- 
tion eiiually strong or of ei|iial im- 
jioitauco in aiij' other city, it wotibl not 
liave been coiisiitored by him al: .'ill. One 
thing which had made it impossible for 
him to ignore thu call was the very cir- 
cumstances which bad lieen referred to "as 
reasons why he should not accejit it. 
When ho accepted the call to the Central 
church the friends in Stral ford thought he 
was doing an extremely foolhsh thing. 
When the call came lo liiin it was a com- 
plete surprise, and il was ini appeal which 
he did not see that as a servant of (JhrisI 
hu could reject without full consideration. 
He hud considered it on his kneca and 
considered it night and day. Even as he 
stood there he felt how solemn was tho 
task laid upon him of deciding the matter. 
A'lctoria might never be the place some 
pursi.iis expected it would become. He 
would lose a great many advantages by 
acceiiting the call. .St. Andrew's church 
had been suli'cring for many yetirs, and 
little was known of its possibilities. The 
call was only sigiietl by lifty-eigbt mem- 
burs and iiiiiety-onu adherents. As far as 
his work was concerned in Ton into, be could 
see (hat iniiler God's blessing it would 
go oil and prosiier, for it was a simpler 
matter for a congregation to increase 
when it is already strong than to increase 
from a small beginning. Therefore, if ho 
looked at tho relative value of the posi- 
tions, it would seem that his inesent 
charge Wiis the more desindile one. The 
questiiMi Wi'is, where was he wanted most 
and where could be spend the life God 
had given him in Ihe best way for His 
cause ? Ho was thankful there was no 
selfish adA'antage to be derived from ac- 
cepting the call. Ho had 110 sympntiiy 
with those wlin found fault with ministers 
for ai'cepliiig calls which o]ieii up easier 
cireumataiices to llieiii and I'elieve them 
of Hume of Ihe cares of life. In the pres- 
ent case be had sinijily in consider whether 
the loss the Central Church would sustain 
would be coiinturbiilanced by the gain to 
St. Andrew's Chinch, Victoria. Ho be- 
lieved the Ccntr.d Church contained a largo 
number of loyal jind devoted mombers. 
L"nder a new pastor there might be a 
large increase which would more than 
compensate for thu slight falling oil'. He 
could not tell but that God had some ser- 
vant who would do a f'lr might ier wie'k 
in that elmrch. If it might not be ccjii- 
sidered cowardly he would like to sit down 
and leave tho Presbytery to say what he 
ought to do. He could say that, as far 
as ho saw his way at that moment, he be- 
lieved it to be his <hity to make the sacri- 
lice and to go as lliu minister to .St. An- 
drew's chtireli. That was what his duty 
seemed to bo, but ho was a loyal .servant 
of tho church, and wanted to do what was 
right. Witli thafc expression of his mind 
he would leave hiinscff in the hands of his 
brethren. One of tlit! saddest thiin.rs in 
connection with the iiiatler would bu thu 
severance of the bonds of fellowshii) 
whioh united him to liis brethren in this . 
city. ■ ,

Mr. Duck said "bo had given the niat- 
fcer earnest thought, and had decided to 
vote for the resolution. He took it for 
granted that Chinese would bo pievented 
from workin;,' on tlie exten.sion of 
the road. The lloiioialile Chief l„'ommi.s- 
sionur had drawn from thi.' I'lvniicr of 
Canada a declaration tliaL the 
Doininioii railway lauds would not 
extend beyond Port Moody. The syn- 
dicate took the samo view when 
they applied to this Oovornniont for 
lauds to compensate them for carryiiur the 
railway tc> Coal Harbor and Bnglish Bay. 
The Dominion Govern,iient would not 
now stc]) b 4woen the Province and the 
syiid'cate in this arranL;oiiiuut; but if the 
Provinces, by anadveise vote, lo.se.s tliead- 
vantat;e which will accrue from thi.s.ar- 
rangemciit the opiiortindly will never 
occur. Port .Mo.idy could not and 
would not romaiii the termiiiu.s of the 
railway. Commerce demanded the ex- 
tensiot), and the Dominion Government 
could change the terminus whenever they 
chose. If wo did not change the termi- 
nus they would. It was in the interest of 
this Island that this scliemo should succeed 
There was .a hu\'e amount of money await- 
ing invust m. . the nveiii.e would increase 
and the [nililic expel ditinc woi.ld he larger. 
The insertion of t he ant i-(Jhiiiesi' clause 
was a redeiMiiim,' feature in thi' whole 
busincs.s, and would l^o far to sliov.' thi' 
Uominion (iovernment that the province 
is in earnest in its desire to ro[)i os.s C'liin- 
eso inunigratiou. The scheme would on 
the whole benetit the province." 

Those were the sentiments of Mr. 
Grant and Mr. Duck. Each took the 
same view of the matter, and each voted 
the .same wa}'. In atteiii]itinL; to cast 
odium upon Mr. Duck, the proprietor of 
the Tiiiii's seems m be utterly oblivions of 
the fact tli.it he is only rellectiiig upon 
himself. If, in allowiir.,' the ;;rant,tlie 
(iovm nmeiif blundered, as ihe Tinn w would 
seem to insinuate, theii.Mr. liranl.iiid .Mr. 
Duck are ei|ually responsihle they are 
"both tarred with the .same stick" since 
both voted witli the government. On 
Mr. Wilson's motion, too, tha*- "that the 
report of the select committee appoint- 
ed to enquire into the claims of settlers 
on lands proposed to bo transferred to the 
Canadian Pacific Uailwtiy syndicate be 
adopted," it will bu found on roferonco to 
the journals of the House for the same 
year that a^'aiii Mr. Diiek'.s name coii- 
Hpicuoii.sly heads the list of y.^as, imme- 
diately followed by that of ,Mr. (Iraiit. 
Our eveniiif; contemporary, il would 
seem, in hi.s childisli innocence, lia.s 
been playing with a "boomerang." 
Mr. Grant is one of Mr. Williams' tout- 
ors. It is presumed the latter is in accord 
with his sentimonts.
